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1 0 The Peenemende (H 55/P 83 ) airfield was still occupied by 
about sixty fighters. 

2. Two radio trucks, one with an extended antenna rod about 25 
feet high, were standing in a paddock, about 1,600 feet 
south of the Karlshagen (H 55/D 92) road check-point 500 feet 
west of the main road. A horizontal main rod, about §0 mm 
in diameter, was on top of the mast. From this rod, seven 
rods, each about 10 mm. in diameter, branched off to both sides. 
Their tops were interconnected by antenna wire. (See Annex 4K 

3o A radio truck with trailer was about 160 feet north of the 

road check-point, west of the main road. A vertical and taper- 
ing antenna rod, about 15 feet high, and a slanting antenna 
rod, about 5 feet high, were fixed on the roof of the radio 
truck. From plugs on the trailer, wires led, via Insulators, 
to poles, about 3 feet high, which were arranged in a 
semicircle at a radius of about 6 feet (see Annex 5). 

4. A building to which all surrounding telephone wires led stood 
600 feet north of the Karlshagen officers* settlement, at the 
branch road leading to the destroyed V-weapon plant. A 
ticking presumably originating from teletypes, was continually 
heard coming from within the buildings.
